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The Line for the Regiment to form upon, is previoufly marked by Two Camp Colours, with^ Third ir 
Centre, but feveral Paces in the Rear; Two other Colours are placed ir Front of thofe on the Flanks, to mark 
Wheeling Points; One is alfo placed about One Hundred and Twenty Yards in Front, perpendicular with the Cei 
of the Regiment, which is the Spot fuppofed to be occupied by the Reviewing Officer. This is to be confideret 
the Point to Work upon, and to which all Movemeuta ana Forhiations are relative. 

N. B. Some trifling Deviations from the '' Rules and Regulations^ for Infantry Formation and Exercife," as p 
liihed under the Authority of the Adjutant General, are permitted in moft Regiments : In, the following Explanati< 
the Numbers, between Parenthefis, refer to the Sections of that Work, and afford a ready Means of difcovering wl 
any Alterations have been introduced; they will not be found numerouS| or very important, and are generally in c 
formity with the Practice of the Coldftream Regiment of <Jwafds. 

The Regiment parades Three deep, with ordered Arnis> (landing at Eafe, and in Open Column of Coir 
nies, with the right Wing.in Front, unlcfs ordered to the contrary by the Commanding Officer. The Covering ! 
jeants take up corre6l Diftances for thetr Compalnies; they arc to*fecthat the Pivot Men cover with exa6tnefs 
Line with the Camp Colours, and that the Ranks ^re in clofe Order and Drefling by the Left. They are alfo to 
off their Compaiiiea (thofe of the Bajttalion. having be^n equalized by the Serjeant Major) into Subdividons or ] 
Companies^ a«dinto Se^tiansof Quarter Companies, unlefs from Deficiency of Numbers, the Commanding Of\ 
ihould order each Company to form onJy Three Sections. In this Situation, the Companies are in charge of theii 
ipe&ive Coveiiing Servants, who take poft on Hm Ueft^ covered by^b? Second Serjeants, the Third of each Comp 
lecing the Ranks are well clofed up.. The Fleugcl IV^an is advanced Forty Faces, nearly in the Centre of the Reginr 

The Pioneers are formed Two deep, und«r Charge of their Cdrporal, parallel with the Companies, bu 
their Right; their Left-hand Man being retired T\i'0 Pacu behind the Right'bana Man of the Fourth Company.
